Mr.  Asquith,  who  spoke  after  the 
Premlor'a  recital  of  the  Oenoa  events, 
thought  Mr.  Lloyd  Qeorfe  had  pro- 
vided th«  B«Mi«vlkl  with  high  au- 
thorlty  for  th«  principle  that  a  t>as<H 
for  conaervatlve  aodety  in  Russia 
might  be  found  in  the  adoption  of  a 
policy  of  conflaoation.  He  oMHonded

In  tbia  connec- 
tioa  an  aoiUNiBccmcnt  it  expected 
•boat  the  OoTcrnmcnt'a  attiftide  on 
the  reacrve  fond  which  ia  provided 
for  under  the  liquor  legislation.  That 
fund,  at  a  result  of  the  first  thrrc  and 
a  half  months'  operation  of  the 
leffialation,  was  started  with  a  nucleua 
of  $140,000,  a  aum  that  was  regarded 
at  the  time  as  inordinate.  The  (',<iv 
ernment,  under  the  lefjislation,  appar 
ently  baa  carte  blanche  to  set  aside 
whst  money  it  lilces,  and  the  result 
is  that  the  municipalities  suffer  in 
fheir  abate  of  the  profits. 

It  i*  fairly  obvious  that  the  reserve 
fund  should  never  be  in  excess  of 
what  the  Govcninent  might  actually 
be  out  of  pocket  in  the  event  of  the 
Liquor  Control  Act  being  repealed. 
Under  arty  cireumataacaa  we  doubt  if 

the  Goveriimrnt  could  be  nut  of 
^yockct,  inasmuch  aa  it  is  now.  enjoy- 
ing the  lion'i  share  of  the  proita.  <  All 
the  permit  fees  are  clear  Rain,  for 
the  municipalities  do  not  ahare  in 
thcac.  The  noneya  accruing  through 
the  aale  of  coofiacated  liquora  are  also 
a  clear  gain,  aince  up  to  the  prcaent, 
the  MUBicipalitiea  have  not  been  given 
their  proportion  of  these,  althuuKh 
they  are  entitled  to  share  in  all  prohts 
accruing  under  the  Act,  after  pro 
vision  haa  been  made  for  the  reserve 
fund  to  which  we  have  draws  atten 
tion. 

Mr.  Manaon,  the  new  Attorney- 
General,  hai  made  it  clear  that  tlie 
liquor  legislation  is  to  be  conducted 
for  moral  purpoeea,  and  we_  may  hope 
that  in  thi"*  respect  he  will  .t( cord 
moral  justice  to  the  niunicipalitiet 
and  interpret  the  spirit  of  the  Act  ae 

it  is  intended.  In  fart,  afTcctiiiK  tlic 
hnancial  end  of  the  liquor  legislation, 
the  tifiie  ia  ripe  for  an  ofKeial  pro- 
nouncement. The  public  utterances 
of  the  Attorney-General  are  to  the 
effect  that  it  it  not  proftt-OMking 
Icgialation.  ao  we  may  assume  that 
there  ie  to  be  an  entire  revision  of 
the  prices  charged  for  eommodHTea. 
Knpecially  in  relation  to  the  reserve 
fund  and  its  bearing  on  the  distribu- 
tion of  profits  to  the  munidpalitiea  it 
would  be  timely  it  some  statement 
were  made.  Mr.  Manson  has  pared 
the  way  for  an  expectation  that  he 
has  important  statements  to  make 
I  bout  the  future  conduct  of  the  liquor 
legislation. 

«XTTUNQ  BRITISH  COLUMBIA 

The  duty  of  British  Cr.lutnhi.i*s 
Agent-General  in  London  should  be 
to  disseminate  thd  plain,  unvarnished 
truth  about  conditions  in  tbia  Prov- 
ince. An  Agent-General  who  ia 
given  to  exaggeration,  or  who  ia  un- 
informed, who  is  tied  down  to  the 
knowledge  contained  in  Government 
publicatiooa,  which  are  not  alwaya 
accurate,  or  who  uses  the  office  as  a 
real  estate  medium  for  other  than 
Provincial  lands,  la  liable  to  be  guilty 
of  misdirected  energies.  This  Prov 
inrr  has  a  very  active  agent  in  Lon- 
don in  the  person  of  Mr.  F.  C.  Wade, 
and  we  beUere  he  is  Inspired  with  a 
desire  to  settle  Pritish  Colnmhia  and 
to  increase  Provincial  development 
in  other  directions.  At  the  same  time. 

all  he  dnr<  should  he  mlij'"'  f  to  t!ir 

inspiration  of  the  Government  he 
•efTM,  tad  k«  sliould  comnitt  with 

that  r.overnment  in  any  and  all 
ventures  whi^h  have  for  their  object 
the  carrying  out  of  the  duties  he  is 
in  London  to  perform. 

To  some  extent,  an  Agent-General 
must  be  guided  by  Provincial  publi- 
eationa.  Wa  are  afraid  that  in  many

Mr.  Pat- 
tullo  intimates  his  belief  that  this 
newspaper  does  not  know  very  much 
about  land  settlement  matters.  We 
know  Just  as  much  aa  we  can  leym 
from  thoae  who  have  had  actual  e^ 
perience,  and  we  hear  conatant  tales 
of  both  success  ^and  failure.

Mayor  WllHaM  Marohant 
nouneed  ycaterday  that  ha  artU  arga 
the  Provincial  Oovemment  to  under- 
take an  Inveatigatlon  into  the  poa- 
aibllltiea  of  conaervtng  the  by-producta 
of  Britlah  Columbia  Industo'. 

Two  daya  ago  The  Colonist  de- 
acribed  the  new  municipal  project 
for  the  convernion  of  wante  pri^>ducts 
into  useful  aitii  lcH.  .uul  iIk-  propoitala 
of  AldermA)  John  Hurvey'n  Indus- 
trial Committee  to  obtain  rags,  bones 
and  other  refune  and  coiiveil  them 
for  the   u.se  of  the  <-|ty'n  renldenin 

"People  have  laughed  at  the  jiro- 
Ject  and  have  decl.ired  it  lo  be  with- 
out value  or  sanity"  naid  .Ma>or  Mar- 
chant  yesterd.iy  In  outlining  a  broader 
plan  for  the  no  ibi  I  lz.it  ion  of  Indun- 
trlal  by-prodiicis  and  otbei  f-n  called 
Junk.  "Tile  iKiiorinl  often  l.iUKti  at 
the  thing'^  wblib  nlllniMlely  they  are 
only  too  gl'id  til  Hup|iort  .iiid  utilue," 
add<id  the  .M.iyor. 

The  Mayor  hald  that  while  BriUsh 
Columbia  had  shown  negligence  In 
the  matter  of  utilising  by-products 
and  waate.  the  more  senled  countrien 
of  the  Old  World  had  appreciated 
the  importance  of  such  work  and 
had  aoGompllshed  reaulta  that  had 
reaulted  In  tha  aav^pg  ii  mlUlena  of 
dollars. 

"Britlah  Columbia  haa  not  been 
obliged  to  worry  about  waate  produeta 
in  the  paat  beeauaa  of  ita  auperabun- 
danee  of  natural  reaourcea,"  aald  the 
Mayor.  "But  the  time  haa  come 
when  the  Government  ahould  make  a 
thorough  inveatigatlon  of  the  whole 
aubject  and  eatebllah  faellitiea  fur 
carrying  on  research  work.  Ita  ef- 
forts In  that  direction  will  ha  repaid 
many  timea  over." 


The  Mayor  stated  that  he  wou1<; 
recommend  to  the  Industrial  Com- 
mittee that  segregation  of  N'lctori  I's 
garbage  aliould  be  undeitaken  with 
a  view  to  conaerving  the  materlala 
that  oould  be  utilised.
